Mr. Thompson's very large 


property interests in Hock ford were thought 
to be suflK'ient to cover all claims. At Mr. 
Thompson's otiice but little could be learned 
save that H the ciedltois would not grow 
excited and push their chums into tiie 
courts that they would probably, in time, 
receive the greater part of their money.
